Told either to stand there or retreat to the 
southeast of the Ticntsin-Pukow railway, Han 
Fu-chu retreated. westwards Into Honan, In 
the face of all these facts, and the determina- 
ton of the National Government to enforce the 
strictest discipline in its armies, st was {m= 
perative that the sternest punishment should 
be meted out to him, and his death was the 
only "real means by ‘which the Government 
could vindicate its) authority. How. far his 
treason was calculated will remain problemati- 
cal. It would scom that, if he had all along 
been inspired with treachery, he would have 
provided himsolf with some means of escaping 
from what must have appeared to be an inevit= 
ible fate if he fell into the hands of the Gov- 
ernment. ‘The fact that he did not do. £0 
ends colour to the suggestion that he did not 
act of malice aforethought, but even that could 
not ‘relieve him of the penalty for failing {0 
carry out his obvious duty to his country, and 
though no one likes to contemplate the execu- 
tion ‘of a fellow human it cannot be sussested 
that fis fate was undeserved, 














SIGNIFICANT 


‘The manner, in which Mr. Koki Hirota's 
‘speech in the Japanese Diet on Jan, 22 was 
Feceived in the United States adds very con- 
siderable point to the passage of the US. Navy 
estimates in the House of Representatives on 
Friday, The record peace time Navy appropria- 
tion was carried by the overwhelming vote 
of 203 to 15 and that without a single altera- 
lon. “There is every reason to believe that the 
hhuge sum now voted will be increased very 
substantially If President Roosevelt’ feels that 
the United States are being forced into a naval 
construction race. Mr. Hirota's speech" has. 
naturally been read with the greatest possible 
attention, and much importance is attached to 
the manner in which the Japanese Foreign 
Minister has sought to play off Great Britain 
against the. United States, by flattering the 
latter at the expense of the former. If such 
{actles ever hada chance of success it would 
bbe extremely slim now as a result of all that 
has happened in the past. Even before the 
incidents of December last, there was a com- 
munity of interest between Great Britain and 
‘he United States which had led to expressions 
‘of their leaders’ intention to follow independ- 
‘ent but parallel courses, and the sinking of the 
USS. Panay and the attacks on British. gun 
boats’ has had the effect of bringing British 
‘and American public opinion closer together 
‘than It has been since the Great War: The two 
great democracies In the world are united by 
common ideals which they see threatened by 
other nations and so long! a: that threat con- 
tinues they may be confidently expected to 
resist any attempt to bring about their dis- 
tunion. “Tt. would conduce greatly to a better 
understanding by  Jopanese leaders of the 








whole position if this could be completely 
brought home to them, for if they could fully 
realize that both Great Britain and the United 
‘States will protect thelr interests wherever

sider to be necessary. ‘The complete economic 
‘mobilization of the whole nation is quite 
‘Clearly contemplated by Prince Konoye. He 
‘expects there will bo friction as the plan is 
developed towards completo State control, but 
‘of the intention of the Government to force it 
through there ean be no doubt. It is becoming 
Inereasingly clearer that important changes are 
being made, in the whole structure of Japanese 
Ife, and while they may for the moment 
‘appear to be but temporary changes, the pos- 
sibility of their becoming permanent is some- 
thing which cannot be disregarded. 


ANOTHER PROTEST 

‘The further protest by the United States Gov-

POSTAL RUPTURE 


In the absence of olfcial informiation, there 
was no means yesterday of gauging the effect 
of the rupture of postal relations between 
Russia and Japan upon the forelgner living in 
the Far East. The rupture was described by 
the ‘Tass news agency as affecting postal 
parcels only. While {t will prevent the delivery. 
‘of parcels posted in the ‘Soviet Union and 
already in transit, t will not interfere with those 
[Posted in other ‘countries and now in transit. 
across Russia. Much trans-Siberian mail comes 





through Manchoukuo, via 
Dairen, wilt cease unless they: are switched to 
the longer route. ‘The cause of the dispute 
dates back to December 19 when a Russian 
plane Jost its way over Manchurian’ territory

It may seem veiy extraordinary that Japan

@._ Even if the National Government shoud 
sue for peace, «do you intend to refuse any 
deatings with i and incorporate it in the new 
régime?

Britain has reaffirmed her: unshaken faith 
in the alms and ideals of the League of 
Nations and by doing so has vindicated the 
bolief that she is stll devoted to the main~ 
tenance of that peace which. has animated 
hier policies ever sinee the termination of the 
Great War. Much has been made of the 
contention that the Covenant of the League 
fnd the League itself have been reduced to 
mere machines for the impliftation of the 
‘Treaty of Versailles, and, trom some points 
of view, there is some justification for it. Tt 
arises rather from occasional mistakes, and 
the nearness in time of the two, rather than 
because of any sot design, though this does 
not remove the objections which Germany in| 
particular has been clamant in raising. If 
‘0n oceasion France has looked to the Covenant 
fof the League for the furtherance ‘of the! 
‘objects of the ‘Treaty of Versailles, it canno!| 
bbe sald that ait the other nations adhering to 
it aro imbued with the same idea. Great 
Britain is most certainly riot, though her very’ 
yeal and deep friendship with France, and| 
‘the full realization of French hopes and fears, 
may in some eyes tend to discount that fact. 
Probably, if the Treaty of Versailles could be 
rewritten with all tho knowledge that the last 
twenty years have brought to the world, it 
‘would be a very different document. On the 
other hand it might not, for, from all that is 
seen. going on in the world, the Jamentable 
conclusion, that mankind fails to learn from 
past experience, seems to be the only possible 
fone, Old mistakes are being repeated, old 
hatreds intensified, ancient expedients being 
revorted to and as’ result the high purpose 
‘with whieh the League was created is being 
continually thwarted and its effectiveness con-| 
siderably reduced. With the failure of the 
United States to. adhere fo the Covenant 
commenced the ary rot. which has become| 
$0 apparent in more recent years, ‘There was| 
about the League: not the unanimity which 
would have been the best guarantee for its 
Tulure, for though there was in those days| 
‘an iminense enthusiasm for peace, there can 
not be the slightest doubt that in the minds 
‘of some governments it was to provide a 
period of recuperation until the time to com-| 
‘menee again on the realization of ola policies 
Which for the time being the War had pre- 
vented, 

‘When the consistency with which Japan 
has followed her policy in the Far East, con- 
ceived nearly forty years ago, when’ it is 
remembered how she was with the League 
until it was found that that body resented 
the continuance of that policy, and eventually| 
left it, it is apparent that she should never| 
have been a member, and that her adherence 
was for the purpose’ of lulling the anxieties 
which she had- aroused during the | War. 
Germany and Italy are in somewhat different 
cases. Until the arising of the dictatorships 
they may both have been said to have desired 
peace. They may dq so still, but it is feared 
that only for so long as it takes them to pre~ 
pave for the struggle in which they hope to| 
achiove their ends. That the League has 
failed in the solution of some of the problems| 
with which it was been confronted is no 
fault of the ideals and motives underlying the| 
Covenant, but because of the extravagant 
ambitions of a few nations who reckless of 
consequences are determined to do. their 
‘utmost, to attain their omds. Tt was in the 
midst ‘of such a state of affairs that Mr. 
‘Anthony Bden-mado ‘his. speoch at Genova 
‘on Thutsday. ‘The defection of some of its 
more important members has had the effect 
fof restricting the area of its co-operation, and 
its" ability to folfl all. functions originally 
contemplated has. thereby been reduced. 
Nevertheless, the British Government do not 
think it inappropriate when they have to 
acknowledge repudiation in some quarters of 
the League, to declare that their faith in the 
‘aims and ideals that inspire it remain’ un-| 
Shaken, What are they? They are the| 
promotion of international co-operation and| 
the achievement of international peace and 
security on the basis of respect for interna~ 
tional. treaties. Such prineiples should not 
be dificult of acceptance by any nation in the 
world. They would not be if military. and| 
Imperiatisic. ambitions: did not dominate 
those who have seceded from the League, 
for the League did not stand for territorial 
‘aggrandisement by the force of arms, nor the| 
solution of economic problems by the rife] 
and the sword. Tt is beeause of these facts

‘excellent work has been done, and there is! 
‘no reason to believe that more cannot be! 
achieved. It is to be hoped that, by’ a policy| 
avoiding sterile, embittering controversy and] 
the striving towards appeasement, it will be 
possible to find peace through co-operation. 
When that day comes it may be that the 
world will unite in finding better methods, 
in adapting, and modifying the League's 
procedure. For that reason it is necessary 
that the League shall continue. To abandon 
it would be the confession of probably the 
biggest failure in human history. To retain 
it may yet prove the foundation of the better] 
things which it is hoped are to come. But 
subscription to thefe ideas must not blind 
the world to the fact that the danger of] 
another world war is such that no reasonable] 
man should refuse to accept the urgent need 
for preparation against it. In the absence of} 
a spirit insisting upon the sanctity of treaties 
there is no protection for any nation save the 
armament,which is now proceeding. Weak- 
ness from ‘now on will merely invite disaste:| 
at the hands of those nations whose secession’ 
from the League is adequate warning that, 
unless what they want is given to them 
peaceably, they will endeavour to take. For- 
tunately’ the balance of power is still in the] 
hands of those remaining loyal to the League, 
and there may still be very much hesitation 
before any of the seceding nations will 
‘embark upon such action against them which 
their preparations seem to foreshadow. 
‘Member nations are still so powerful that in 
the event of a world war they would prob- 
ably still win, ot, if not, effect such a 
resistance that the world would ultimately be 
reduced to the chaos naturally to be expected 
as the result of the collapse of a eivilization. 
‘The League may at the moment be a very 
frail reed, but it is a reed, nevertheless. 











ABORTIVE PROCEEDING

Im 1911 learning that Canton was about to] 
declare its independence of Peking, the 
“Hongkong Telegraph” sent one of the mem- 
bers of its staff to “cover” the event. On’ 
arrival in Canton he found that a close 
censorship had been established, and when 
the declaration was made he was for a short 
while nonplussed as to how to get the in- 
formation, to his paper. Eventually he ad- 
dressed a telegram to his editor at the Hong- 
Kong Club something like this:—"Baby born 
to-day parents delighted.”

About thirteen years ago a Reuter cable from.

a long letter from Kansu reporting a huge] 
earthquake und giving a most striking ac-|

‘The censors refused 
to let such despatches go forward. Why, it 
fs still dificult to understand. The cables 
contained nothing which might have been of 
military value to the Chinese; that is what it 
is to ‘be supposed the censorship was 
established to prevent, and on that score 
should have been allowed to pass. That such 
messages were distasteful to the censors| 
may be taken as much for granted, as they 
were to the men who had to compile them. 
It is believed that that is the reason why this| 
action, concerning which a protest or protests 
were ‘subsequently made, was taken, and| 
may be accepted as an attempt to prevent 
the sad story reaching the outside world, 
It was doomed to failure: Reports appearing 
{in yesterday's issue indicate that much more 
has appeared in London than was printed in 
Shanghai, It reached London a week late, 
but it was new when it arrived there, and 
was, consequently, news. Such a story, it it 
had’ not got out of China for months would

‘The editors of the big national 
newspapers, in Britain particularly, have had 
brought home to them the fact that their cor= 
respondents are encountering some difficulty 
in sending their reports from here, ‘and will 
naturally attach much importance to any’ 
message which they perceive has been subject 
to delay indicative of suppression in Shang 
hal by the officials ‘operating in the local 
‘cable offices. Viewed in this light it must 
be apparent to those concerned that action, 
such as was taken at the end of the wel 
before last, was at least unfortunate. It was 
not good ‘propaganda, but very much the 
opposite, and, at the present time, Japan 
needs all the ‘good propaganda she can pos- 
sibly obtain. Even if the legality of: the 
censorship wf foreigners’ cables is admitted, 
and it is not, arbitrary suppression of press

remarkable number of abandoned bodies which

during last month—a total of 4081. There is 
no need to emphasize again the distress and 
helplessness of the refugees who have taken 
shelter from the war in Shanghai. Most of there 
face the Spring Festival with the certain 
Ienowledge that their homes have been pillaged 
‘nd destroyed. The appeals on thelr’ behalf 
have been legion and of extraordinary variety.

Atter a tong and colourful career, 
which took her, in turn, from the 
courts of Europe to the gaols ot 
revolutionary Russia, from the manors 
of Ircland and pomestias along. the 
Volga to .the desolate wastes of 
‘Mongolia, Miss Katherine M. Perey- 
Ffrench died in Harbin on January 1 


tt the age of 74. Coming of two old| ; 


and distinguished families—her father, 
4 prominent British diplomat and a 
‘Kanight of the Order of Malta, traced 
hnig vancestry. back to the Normans 
while her mother eame of the ancient 

= Kindlakort family of the» Russian 
nobility. hus having every oppor~ 
tunity of living in the Monivea Castle 
In Irland after. the revolution had 
Aung her out of Russia, she preferred 
to share the exile of her aristocratic 
friends in Harbin, “Received at most 
European Courts and having a per- 
Sonal acquaintanceship with many of 
‘the world's rulers, of impressive ap- 
pearance, extraordinary culture and. 
erudition and exceptional linguistic 
ability—she spoke English, Russian, 
French, German and Italian sluently— 
she may well be termed one of the| 
most interesting personalities of our 
time, 

‘Mist, Perey-Ffreneh was born in’ 
Brussels n 1864 where her father was 
a diplomatic representative of Great 
Britain, but at the age of sixteen 
she left for her grandfather's huge 
estates in Russia—about $0,000 acres:

‘When the Great War came she 
organized, on, her private resources, 
a Red Cross division with which she 
oft for the front. ‘Tho Bolshevik| 
Revolution found her back in Sim- 
Dirsk, but thinking that her British| 
Papers would guarantee her safety, 
she decided not to flee. When th 
Bolsheviks swept into Simbirsk, how 
ever, she was arrested, east into gaol 
and then taken to Moseow where she 
was incarcerated in the famed 
Lubianka prison. Only through the 
‘energetic efforts of the British Em- 
assy was she released, She sailed 
Immediately for England, but hearing| 
‘that most of her friends of the Russian 
nobility were in the Far East, she} 
came to Harbin. 

Soon her paths once more lod into 
Russia. Several of her friends had 
remained in Simbirsk, and_thinking| 
to help them out of the country sho| 
boarded a train for the land of the| 
Soviets, She did not get further than 
Irkutsk. “There sho was arrested by| 
the G. P. U, and was taken to Moscow | 
by way of every principal gaol en| 
route. The British Embassy once! 
‘again’ made representation on her be~ 
half and for the second time succeeded 
in gotting her to England. Soon, 
however, she was back in Harbin, 

Her untiring energy precluded the 
possibility of an unruled existence, 

ind in a. short time she decided to 
better acquaint herself with Mongolia | 
the country from which her ancestors 
on her mother's side had swept into 
Russia with Genghis ‘Khan. She 
‘organized a scientific expedition and 
accompanied it herself as far as Urea, 
visiting many places that were yet 
‘uncharted. 

‘Hier last years were spent in Harbin 
where for the first time in years 
nothing disturbed the even tenor of| 
her life, She resumed, on a less 
grand scale, her ancient life and 
threw her house open to her many 
friends. She was ‘often visited by 
members of the Consular Body, and 
her exceptional personal qualities soon 
made her the well-loved "granddame" | 
of the city, Tt was said that any 
distinguished visitor to Harbin ult- 
‘mately found himself a visitor in her 
house, 

‘As the year 1037 drew to a close, 
Miss Perey-Firench seemed to sens¢| 
that her life was likewise approaching| 
Ms end. On New Year's Eve she held 
tu quiet party attended by her most 
Intimate friends, Next day. she was 
dead. 1. M, Consulate ‘whieh un- 
sealled her will found that she wanted 
to be buried at a Russian Orthodox. 
cemetery five days after her death,

‘Their Homes: Food Restrictions 
From A Conuroncent 


Nanking, Jan. 22. 
for the Nanking Safety Zone is 


now operating as a relief committee for the welfare of the 
250,000 Chinese civilians living in the city. Most of these people 
(at least 90 per cent.) are still living within the Zone because of 
fear of injury by wandering Japanese soldiers in other parts of 
the city or that their homes will be burned over their heads. Some 
persons have gone home but have returned because of violence 
at the hands of Japanese soldiers. 





1,000 bags of flour. It is estimated it 
would take 1,600 bags. of rice 
per day to feed the 250,000 people. 
People have existed on private 
family stocks which are now rapidly 
running out. Unless determined and 
efficient arrangements are made for 
supplying rice and fuel to this 
population, serious famine conditions 
will result. AN attempts by the 
International Committee to purchase 
food supplies stored outside Nanking 
for in Shanghai for relief purposes 
have been refused by the Japanese 
authorities. 
Enough for one Month 

‘The International Committee has 
funds for purchase of foodstuffs and 
fuel ‘here ‘if it is permitted. Food 
supply on hand will feed 50,000 
people dependent on that at present 
for less than thirty days. An appeal 
was sent to Shanghai for $50,000 for 
purchasing supplementary foods 
there and_a ready response was 
received. But so far no permission 
hhas been secured to ship foodstuffs 
If the International Committee is not 
Permitted to purchase food supplics 
directly, it may have to resort to 
cash. relief—which  is_much more 
dimeult to administer. But there are 
some problems developing that can 
Probably be solved in no other way. 

‘A sub-committee on rehabilitation 
hhas been working on a survey and 
plans for helping the people return 
to their homes and get started in 
some economic activity. This problem 
is greatly increased by the fact that 
three-fourths of the shops of the city 
have been systematically burned by 
the Japanese sinee December 19. 
One case illustrates the problem: an 
old. tapestry-weaving family which 
hhas always been independent had 
thelr shop and home burned out on 
the night of January 1 by Japanese 
soldiers. Their cloth was lost in the 
re and all their money was taken 
from them by Japanese soldiers. 
With ali resources destroyed how is 
this family of eight to make a fresh 
start? 

Some free rice tickets and money 
was the best the Committee could do 
for them as there is no economic 
activity How excepting small road- 
side shops along Shanghai and Ning- 

roads. No production of any 
form is going on. ‘The whole popu- 
Intion is on a consumption basis pure 
and simple. When spring comes it 
ig hoped agricultural production can 
start—but that depends on security. 
for the farmers who have fled even 
from their truck farms in the city. 

Widows und Orphans 

Another rehabilitat 
the widows and orpbans. In the frst 
part of the survey on this question 
‘At Ginling College, 420 women were 
found whose men folk on whom they 
were dependent for support had been 
kkilled by the Japanese. Many civilian 
men in the city met that fate because 
they were suspected of being “plain- 
clothes soldiers." Some were march- 
fed off in registration even though 
their women folk and family guar- 
anteed them, 

In this refiabilitation problem the 
International Committee does not 






































Ihave the resources for making loans 
te people for starting their business 
again nor does it have funds for 
‘making loans to members of families 
here whose earning members are in 
other places. Organizations of Chin 
ese in Shanghai or other places that 
ean help on this problem will give 
‘big boost to thelr suffering fellow 
‘countrymen or families in this city. 

Until persons are allowed to leave 
or enter Nanking, it is impracticable 
to do anything’ about re-uniting 
families or getting people back to 
their home towns. 


‘Trucking Dittcultics 
‘A stirring story can be written 
some day about the strenuous efforts 
Mr.” Wang Chen-tien (locally 
known as “Jimmy"), the new Fo 
Commissioner under the Self-Gor 
ernment Committee, and the head of 
hhis trucking committee, Mr. Charl 
Riggs (*Charlie"), who! together are 
moving heaven and earth to get the 
‘Japanese 10 allow them to have more 
ice, flour and coal for the popula 
tion and then to truck it in. At frst 
Mr. Rigis convoyed the trucks, then 
‘a consular policeman, now a Japanese 
guard fom the Speclal Service Corps. 
‘Since most trucks and cars in the 
city were destroyed in the first week 
‘after the Japanese got here and no 
Fepair parts exist, they have a very 
Aimeult time moving food and fuel. 
‘Meanwhile hundreds of Japanese 
Army--trucks stand idle about the 
streets. 

Electricity is available now for 
certain selected buildings. City water 
flows from the lower hydrants at 
times. No telephones exist. As one 

10 Army man and oie Japan 
ibassy man remarked: “There 
ice eating places in Nanki 
and “There are no amusement places 
in Nanking” ‘The glory and joy of 
China's capital are now in ashes. 

Some ‘soldiers give coolies their 
food while working and a fow a 
little pay. This practice shows some 
Signs of Inereasing—it may be the 
sign of a better day.

‘Tsingtao, Jan, 18, 
On Monday at 1 am, former 
Governor Chao Chi, in a ceremony at 
the City. Hall was formally installed, 
‘as Chairman of the Tsingtao Peace 

ince Committee. An audience 
200 was Present, composed 
of “high Japanese “Army ‘and Navy 
‘Omecials, "Chinese and Japanese. 
business men, a few foreigners and 
group of ‘representatives of the 
recently disbanded Tsingtao Forelgn 
Volunteors who had been invited 10 
attend. 

Prior to the eeremon 
Japanese marines and unarmed Chin- 
ese Railway Guards was thrown 
round the building allowing none but 
those with special permits to approach 
the ‘City Hall. The ceremony. began 
‘with a number of speeches by various 
Japanese Servieo men, the fist of 
which was the omelal termination of 
hhostilities in this area and the com- 
Mmencement of an era of peace. A 
number of congratulatory telegrams 
were then read and the five-barred 
flag, at the back of the hall on the 
stage, was then ‘undraped to. the 
strains of a Chinese band. 

‘Mr. Chao Chi then ascended the 
stage and made a speech which was 
followed by one by Admiral Toyoda, 
the Senior OfMicer commanding the 
Naval forces here, who in turn was 
followed by General Kunizakl (Senior 
OMcer commanding Japanese land 
forces), Mr. Ohtaka, Japanese Consul- 
General, next followed with his ad- 
dress, calling for threo “Banzais."

for disquiet except that the shops are

Since the departure of the military 
two months ago, Chetoo has been 
under the police ahd militio. Ordinary 
members of the community may be 
unaware of the exact distinction be-

During the 
‘isturbances of the last week-end, the 
ection of Chefoo whlch thas always 
‘een the nearest approach to a Cor 
cession that we have, named Section 
One, was free from ‘depredations or 
isorder, save for a midnight call on 
the house of one wealthy Chinese in 
the East Beach neighbourhood, and 
the police of this Section have been 
funetioning normally throughout. the 
Ineldent. 

‘The facts, ag elicited by responsibte| 
enquiry and ‘reported inthe Jocal 
paper, state that the militia, which is 
styled the Peace Preservation Corps, 
fon Saturday: made demands, backed 
up by force, upon the " Chinese 
Chamber of Commerce and certain 
shops and less Important banks, with 
‘drawing later Into the country.

Mobilization Bill Aiming for

Consular Certificate Said ‘To| 
Be Sufficient 


‘The position with regard to the 
censorship of commercial cablegrams 
‘and telegrams is apparently not quite 
so bad as the official advertisement 
‘on Jan, 28 seemed to make out, a high 
‘oMeial of one of the local’ cable 
ffflees Informed the “North-China 
Dally News" that morning. In 
actual fact, what it amounted to was 
little ‘moré than a total assumption 
‘of the rights formerly exerelsed by 
the Chinese censors. 

‘The offeial advertisement, appear- 
ing over the signature of "CG.RA. 
‘The Cablegram Acceptance and De- 
livery Ofiee;” stated that no. more 
coded telegrams, with the exception 
of official despatches, would be ac- 
cepted. General commercial »tele- 
urims, however, would be accepted 
providing they. were certified as such 
by, the consular official having juris- 
diction over the sender “and in code 
submitted to the censors at the time 
f fling, oF previously.” 

It was the latter clause that caused 
most of the excitement, for large 
firms, such as banks, could not pos 
slbly’ provide any outside” persort| 
with a eopy’ of thelr condentinl 
codes, . 

‘The cable-company oficial, how- 
ever, sald that this was not quite the 
position, for such coded messages 
would be transmitted if certified by 
the consular official, and the senders 
would be given ample time to secure 
such certificates. If such certifieates 
‘were not forthcoming, the code would 
hhave to be submitted to, the censors 
Apparently, the word “and” should 
have read “or,” the sentence then 
reading “or in a eode submitted, ete." 


American Protest

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TRAGEDY HITS CHINESE 
HOME IN CONCESSION 


Bodyguard Runs Amok, Kills| 
‘Two, Injures. Two More 


‘A watchman and 2 chauffeur: were 
killed and two amahs were seriously 
wounded when a Chinese bodyguara 
ran amok in a private house Jn the 
French Concession early on January 
26, The story of " the attack 
was subsequently told to the French 
Police by one of the badly-wounded 
amahs, the Injuries of the ether 
being 'so serious that she could not 
be questioned, ‘The bodyguard ic at 
present missing. 

‘The murderous attack was made 
on the grounds of a: large house at 
TH Route Mayen, the home of Mr. 
H, 0. Tong, former Superintendent, 
of the Chinese Maritimes Customs in 
Shanghai, who teft thi 
time ago. for Hongkor 
care of his house in 
‘his. servants. 


According to investigation made 
by the police, the bodymuard, one 
Liang Foh by’ name, was in the ser. 
vants' quarters on the ground floor of 
the building, and at about 7 a.m, started 
‘off on his own particular erime wave 
by killing private watchman, Tzen 
Kiou, who was in the room at the 
time. Rushing out of the room, he 
eut down Ah Keng, an assistant 
chauffeur, who unfortunately hap- 
pened to be in his path of the stairs.

and Chinese, though employment, is

will Induce the parents, of a child in 
the country to ‘permit him to find 
Jemployment for the child in the clty, 
fand an employer in need of assist= 
‘ance ‘will remunerate the entrepre- 
neur: “The child henceforth is at the 
‘disposal of the factory owner, ‘and 
‘some of the results of confined em- 
ployment are long hours.of work, 
Inadequate food, and fatigue which 
arises fram bad sleeping accommoda- 
tion. 

‘The Engineoring Society of China, 
{in its:eoncern for the raising of the 
standards of workmanship in eng- 
neering and allied trades, undertook 
fn 1997 an examination of the whole 
question of apprenticeship jas existing 
fh China and present practice abroad. 
Tt is expected that the report when. 
issued will form a most useful do- 
cument designed to promote the at- 
fainment of genuine skills, through 
jedequate training both practical and 
theoretical, At the same time a clear 
line of demarcation should ‘be drawn 
‘between bona fide apprentices who, 
because they are being taught skills, 
are rightly not in receipt of wages, 
‘and those who, contributing to. the 
Production of goods, are entitled to 
payment for services. ‘The Chinese | 
Government Factory" Act contains 
clauses which apply to “hseuh tu” 
‘apprentices, but thgre is no definition 
of the trades to ‘which apprentices: 
may be put. The term used is a 
feneral one covering the young per- 
son. learning crafts, the boys who 
Work in a shop or laundry, and those 
who are employed under contract at 
purely repetitive processes in small 
factories. ‘The law should refuse to 
recognise contracts which bind young 
‘workers to employers to. the one- 
sided advantage of the latter, except 
In eases of bona fide apprenticeships. 
‘The problem is a complex one. But 
it ‘would appear that it ‘should be 
possible to find in so large a city as 
Shanghal suMlelent young labour for 
the tasks to be performed by it, 
without the importation from the 
‘country of Inds who become the v 
tual slaves of employers. The boy 
Worker who returns home each night 
and has the advantage of outside 
‘contacts, is less easily exploitable. 














Compensation In Accidents 

‘The question of compensation in 
fatal accident cases is dealt with .at 
some length. An appointment, in 
uly, 1937, by the Shanghai Commun- 
ity Church of a Chinese woman as 
‘hospital ease worker, with respon- 
sibility for. following up industrial 
aceldent cases and assisting in their 
rehabilitation tormed an important 
forward step. Her work aimed to 
have injured workers understand 
their rights, the families of deceased 
workers learn of theirs, and the 
owners. of industrial undertakings 
Kxnow of thelr responsibilities. Un~ 
fortunately hostilities precluded a 
continuanee of these services, which 
it'is hoped can later become avall- 
able. It is fortunate thay the prac- 
tice of making a grant has predis- 
posed factory owners to a receptive 
mind on this issue. But a new 
concept is necessary: payments of 
this nature are not ex gratia, “com- 
passionate” grants, 9s locally termed: 
they ropresent the legal rights of the 
individuals concerned. 

‘This section of the report concludes: 
with a reference to two compensation 
eases decided In the U.S. Court for 
China and quotes the judgments in 
these cases at length. 

‘There Ims been an increase in 
number of insuranee companies pre- 
pared to. write group insurance 
covering industrial accident risks. 
‘The policies cover compensation for 
death and partial disability, and pay- 
ment of hospital expenses. Rates 
quoted area percentage per $100, 
annual wages paid. One Company. 
now covers the collective risks of 
leven plants. A second company has 
advertised its policies using as a 
basis of argument the industrial ac~ 
cldent Agures published monthly by 
the Industrial Section.

It was found that there were seven 
organisations, or more properly six 
organisations and one individual, 
Jwhich served children in need, ‘These 
lorganisations operate nine institutions. 
Four of the nine have been, since 
the outbreak of hostilities, in rented 
premises in the foreign arcas, which 
Jare much less suitable for their pur~ 
poses. than those usually occupied in 
Suburban areas, ‘These institutions 
‘can care only for some 2,000 girls, a 
Jaumber which is too few to meot the 
needs of a teeming port city where 
Unwilling girl prostitutes, - unwanted 
irl children, lost girls, illstreated 
itl slaves, sirect beggars and others 
‘need protection.

CHINA NEW YEAR 
CELEBRATIONS 


Huge Crowds Turn Out to 
Enjoy Themselves 


China New Year, or the Spring 
Festival, to glve its offleial title, was 
celebraled this year in much’ the 
traditional manner, although, in view 
of the present political situation, the 
festivities are greatly curtailed. It 
‘was a quieter celebration this year, 
{00, because of the police ban in both 
‘the International Settlement and the 
French Concession on fire-crackers. 
‘Not that there were no fro-erackers, 
however, for here and. there a few 
venturesome spirits loosed off a few 
in the hopes that by their observance 
of this old custom, ban or no ban, 
Good luck would altend them in the 
year to come. Even the refugees in 
the. Nantao Refugee Zone managed, 
by means known only to themselves, 
to obtain a few of the cherished 
nolse-makers and to loose them off. 
"Huge crowds lined the main. streets 
of the city of Shanghai during the 
day, the mobs 
thick in the vicinity of the large 
department stores In Nanking, Road, 
fat the Great World, Avenue Edward 
‘Vir, and further up the same street, 
near Fokien Road. where the stréet 
entertainers had set up thelr stalls 
to do a thriving business. 


‘The Great World 


‘The Great World, incidentally, was 
opened on Jan. 31 for the first’ time 
since “Bloody Saturday,” August 14, 
took such terrible toll. "Long before 
the hour of opening yesterday, dense 
crowds clustered around" the en- 
trances, and when the doors were 
thrown’ open, a wild scramble ensued 
around the booking offees. 

Somewhat similar crowds were to 
be seen all day around and in Nan~ 
king Road ‘Temple, near Fokien Road, 
for the City Temple in Nantao is now 
housing refugees and was not avail- 
‘able to Chinese in the Settlement and 
Concession this year. Shops next to 
the temple which sold paper “money,” 
candles and incense sticks did a 
thriving business, and so did the ine 
numerable hawkers selling balloons 
fand other trinkets, as well as peanuts 
fand similar food-stufts 


In view of the heavy trac, a 
forelgn police oMleer and several 
Chinese constables were stationed 
outside the temple during the day, 
doing thelr best to keep the crowds 
‘on, oF at least close to, the pavements 
fon either side of the road. 


Father Jacq 


Even the many refugees, rendered 
homeless by the war, did not entirely 
forego the celebrations of China New 
Year, In addition to the fire-crackers| 
‘already ‘mentioned, they made short 
visits to each other, and many, many 
fof them did not forget Father Jac~ 
‘quinot, whom one and all wished 
fervent "Kung Hsi Fah Tsai.” 

‘The cinemas, oth Chinese and 
fore, did a’ thriving business, es- 
pecially at the matinees, while tea 
ances at the various cabarets were 
very popular among the younger, 
modern set, The older people and 
thelr children were more content with 
just. plain, ordinary sight-seeing, in 
which the street entertainers and pro- 
prletors of side-shows played a pro- 
minent. part. 

‘With the exception of one or two, 
ail Chinese-language newspapers have 
Suspended publication for three days 
to give thelr staffs a holiday.

Capt, J. G. Dyson Speaks 
‘at Large Gathering 








‘The™ splendid services of the 
Shanghal Fire Brigade Voluntesrs 
during the recent erisis in Shanghai 
were emphasized by Capt. J. Gordon 
Dyson, Chief OMleer of the Brigade, 
on Feb. 1 in a speech given 
at a reunion of the now demobitized 
members, ‘It was the first general 
gathering of the Volunteers since 
thelr demobilization and it was a 
welleattended ancl thoroughly hapoy 
funetion held in the Fire Brigade 
club. 

Capt. Dyson pointed to the ready 
and unsparing services rendered by 
the Volunteers, day and night, 
during the trying weeks which 

owed the opening, of hostilities 
ist August. He pointed out that 
the Volunteers largely functioned in 
districts where actual war conditions 
existed and that they were daily 
exposed to danger from all sides. 
‘They rose splendidly to the occasion 
in performing duty as firemen and 
ainbulance drivers and attendants.

(a) an increase in the number of 
schools maintained by the Council

ing non-municipal schools which had 
yeached a satisfactory standard of eff 
‘lency and were able to demonstrate 
thelr need of financial assistance. 
‘The increase in the number of schools 
referred solely to the education of| 
Chinese children; in regard to for- 
‘eign education only a ctange in the| 
‘istributlon of schools was proposed. 
Developments proceeded on these 
ines until the year 1094 when it] 
became necessary to review the posi- 
tion and curtail on the 1081 pro- 
gramme owing to the diieulty in 
Balancing the budget. 

‘In October 1936 the Council ap- 
pointed a Committee consisting of 
Bir. A. D. Calhoun, Mr. 1. Porter, 
cane,” and Mr. 7, Yamamoto to 
consider the question of future! 
policy in regard to foreign schools. 
The two factors responsible for this 
investigation were increasing expen- 
diture and the doubts thar had been 
expressed as to whether the Coun- 
‘ils existing policy resulted in a fair 
istribution among the various sec- 
tions of the community of the money 
spent on education. ‘The report was 
Submitted to the Counell in April 
‘After setting out the historical bac 
ground, the Committee recommended 
hat, while there was a moral obliga- 
tion’ to provide education in respect 
Of those national groups which dre 
Unorganized or whose economle eir~ 
eumstanees prevent them from es 
fablishing national schools, the Coun 
tilts polley” should be directed to- 
Wards an extension of the ‘grant-in- 
aid system, an inerease in the 
number of national schools, and the 
Strict limitation of direet ‘provision 
fof education from municipal funds.

‘apart from those small national 
groups which are not large enough 
fo provide their own national schools, 
the great majority of ratepayers:

Annual Report of the Superintendent of Education 
Couneil’s Policy 


TN his annual report to the Municipal Council, Mr. L. C. Healey, 
Superintendent of Education, dealing with educational policy, 
states—As the Council's education policy is attracting considerable

‘schools were maintained and controll- 










‘ed by the Council—eleven for Chinese 
fand five for foreign children. In 
addition three night schools for young 
industrial workers functioned in| 
Primary School buildings. 

Conditions were normal until the: 
summer vacation when it was re- 
copnized that the re-opening of the| 
‘schools in the usual premises would. 
be unavoldably delayed, Owing to| 
‘the outbreak of hostilities in August 
the buildings situated in the northern 
fand eastern districts were inacces- 
sible, while those located south of| 
the ‘Soochow Creek were used for 
troop billets, hospitals, and other 
emergency purposes, 

‘The possibility of securing tempor~ 
ery premises in which to conduct| 
classes was considered early in Sep- 
tember but st was not until November 
1, that conditions had sumclently 
improved to permit classes being 
organized on a part-time basis at 
Various centres. “At the time  of| 
Writing only one of the Council's 
sixteen schools is available for educa- 
tional. purposes.

Judged by the large enrolment dur-| 
ing the past year this simplified type 
of school definitely meets the needs 
of a large section of the Chinese 
community.

‘The graduation examinations for 
the primary schools were held in 
January and June, Four hundred 
‘nd eighteen pupils who had suceess- 
fully completed the full school course 
were awarded certificates, ‘Twelve 
entrance scholarships to the second. 
ary schools for Chinese children were 
awarded on the result of an exanina- 
ion held in June at the Sinza Road 
and Kinchow Road Primary schools. 
Altogether 95 boys and 31 girls pre- 
sented themselves for the examina 

ion, 47 from Municipal and 19 from

‘To improve the methods of teach- 
ing and to assist the staf to keep 
abreast of change in educational 
practice, leetures and demonstration 
essons were xiven in the schools on 
Saturday afternoons during the Spring 
‘Term.

Judgment in the stim of $200 and 
costs were awarded by Judge Sir A.

Evidence given by a Formosan in 
Monday's (Jan, 24) ‘hearing of the 
case againsi "Jerry" Morgan in HAM, 
Police Court was to the effect that 
the transfer of the wood oll, which 
is alleged to have been stolen. pro- 
perty, was Intended to help out of 
‘his dimeulties one Ho Shu Rin, a 
chaulfour employed by the Japanese 
Consulate, "On December 17," the 
witness declared, “Ho and 1 Visited 
1 hotel In Nanking Road, where he 
Introduced me toa third’ party. Ho 
was wounded by” shrapnel. during 
the recent. trouble, and was sent to 
Nagesalel for treatment. When he 
returned, he was in straitened  eir- 
cumstances, qnd since T knew obout 
the presence of the oil on the river 
at the time, 1 thought 1 would ‘help 
hhim ‘out of his dificulties." 

It will bo remembered that a com- 
plaint was made” that Morgan 
Tempted to receive stolen. property, 
knowing it to be stolen, 

‘the “witness ‘whose evidence oc- 
cupled a large “part. of the hear- 
ing. was" arrested on ‘December 25 
tnconneetion with the alleged seizure 
ot stolen property, detained by the 
military water police tuntit December 
40, and “then: ‘transfered tothe 
apanese consulate, where he ‘has 
Since" been detained, 

‘Baku stated that elthough he iim

‘After one unsuccessful’ attempt _on 
December 24, Ho, Ando, Li and the 
witness met ‘at the Astor House on 
the following-day, and shortly after 
10 am. proceeded 'to he office of the 
military water police, “A party con- 
slsting of Ando, two gendarmes and 
the witness then went to fetch the 
hoats, visiting the-offces of the naval 
detachment in Pootung to obtain the 
necessary permit. One. boat was 
towed across the river to the jetty 
occupied by the military water 


police, off The Bund gardens, and 
the party then went back to get the 
other boat. 


Ownership Disputed 


On thelr return to Pootung, they’ 
‘were informed by the watchman that 
the boats belonged to the Mitsubishi 
Shosen Kaisha, but as there was a 
British guarantor in this ease, witness 
thought there could be no’ mistake 
‘about the ownership. 

After bringing the "second boat 
across, the manager of the MSK. 
‘was In the office of the water police, 
‘and he claimed that the oll belonged 
to his drm. “Ando and I claimed 
that the oll belonged to a Chinese,’ 
witness declared, “as we ‘had a for~ 
elgn witness in’ this case.” As the 
manager of the Mitsubishi company 
insisted that the oll belonged to his 
firm, it was decided to send for all 
‘the persons whose names appeared on 
the documents. An argument ensued, 
Jand all the persons involved were 
detained by the water police, Includ- 
ng the accused. 

‘Afler further evidence had ‘been 
taken Jn the afternoon, the case jwas 
again adjourned, Morgan reserving 
the right to question the witnesses 
at a later date, 


Resumed Hearing 


‘The case against Mr. “erry” Mor- 
gan was adjourned by Mr. C. H. 
Haines, Registrar, in H. M. Police 
Court to January 28," when the 
‘same witness, whose evidence took 
up the entire hearing on Jan, 27, will 
be further examined. 

“The witness, Chow Zung-zal, com- 
pradore of the International Develop- 
ment Syndicate, said he was first 
approached by one Zung Kung-sz on 
December 10 last for the removal of 
‘oll from Pootung to Shanghal, Wit- 
ness refused because Zung had no 
documents. 

‘Subsequent interviews took place 
in ‘his office in the presence of Mr. 
‘Morgan, witness continued. As. Zung, 
‘could not speak English, he interpret- 
ed for him. 


Foreign Witness Wanted 


Zung said in his office that Formo- 
‘sans were trying to oblain a pass for 
the removal of the cargo, but two 
‘shop securities and one foreign wit- 
ness wero required for the docu- 
ment, wilness continued. Mr. ‘Mor- 
gan had told Zung that “it the goods 
sre not proper cargo of the trans- 
portation company, we better not 
carry on.” 

‘When Zung visited his office again, 
hho showed them a document asking 
Mr, Morgan to sign as a witness, 
saying that he could get two shop 
securities. . Witness explained the 
contents of the document to Mr. Mor= 
gan, but not completely. He had told 
Mx. ‘Morgan that responsibilities 
would rest on the two shop securi- 
ties to be found, and not on him. 

Zung promised Mr. Morgan that 
after the removal of cargo to Shang- 
hai, his firm would be appointed as 
fan ‘agent to sell the goods, provided 
Mr. Morgan would sign as’a witness. 
Mr, “Morgan then signed, witness 
said, 

Referring to the two cheques “for 
squeeze to the Japanese", witness 
said Zung wanted cheques to. be 
drawn on foreign banks as the Japan- 
ese wold not accept Chinese che- 
ques. Zung had assured him that the 
‘cargo belonged to them, and if this 
was not the case, he could easily 
stop payment. 


‘Two Cheques Signed 

Mr. Morgan agreed to lend cheques 
to witness who handed them over 
to Zing. ‘The cheques, bearing the 
frm name of Far Eastern Amuse- 
‘ment Co, were drawn on the Char- 
fered Bank. Ono of tho cheques was 
for $14,000. and the other for $2,000. 

Asked by Mr. EL. Hartopp, who 
represented the Crown Advocate, 
witness sald the Far Eastern Amuse- 
ment Co. had been closed and that 
there were insuMeient funds to meet 
the two cheques. ‘The cheques were 
signed by Mr. Moryan and witness 
‘and handed over to Zung by witness. 

‘Witness also sald Zung wanted a 
guarantee lelter from Mr. Morgan, 
According to Zung, a coal shop had 
‘guaranteed the wood oll. A woman 
hhad signed the guarantee, but this 
was objected to by her. husband, in 
order to pacify her husband, "the 
woman then wanted a letter from a’ 
foreigner to guarantee her. Mr. Mor- 
gon then typed a letter which wes 
Banded over to Zung through witness. 
Zung gave the letter to a.woman 
who also had come to the office. At 
the request of the woman, the letter 
was antedated,

‘The case against Mr. “Jerry” Mor- 
gan again came up before Mr. C. H.

Accident in Broadway Mansions 
INQUEST oN W. J. ¢. stlOrPEE 
Before Mr, C. H. Haines, Coroner 

(Inquest Adjourned) 

"As I understand the evidence, T 
cannot bring in a definite verdict at 
the moment”, declared Mr. C. H. 
‘Haines, Coroner, in H. M. Police 
Court on Jan. 26 after the resumed. 
hearing of the inquest on Mr. W. J. 
(©. Shoppee. "I cannot even say how 
Mr. Shoppee got into the lift well, 
He may have fallen in, walked in, 
jumped in or removed. the barrier. 
Anything might have happened. I 
think I will have to adjourn the in- 
quest for another week, and if the 
police can do nothing further, will 
have to do the best I can on the 
available evidence.” 


‘The Coroner's statement followed 
‘the evidence of two more witnesses, 
ja_Chinese engineer of | Broadway 
/Mansions, where, it will be recalled, 
‘Mr. Shoppee met his death on De- 
cember 31, and Sub-Inspector R. M. 
Moir of the SALP., who is investigat- 
ing the case. 


‘Another mysterious point arose 
Jduring the hearing, "when the 
Coroner ascertained that Mr. ‘Toone 
had at § pm. on Dee. 31, gone to 
the passage opposite the left entrance 
‘and found that the light was not on. 
For this reason he turned back. In- 
‘spector Moir, visiting the passageway 
twenty minutes later, after the 
‘mishap had occured, ' found the 
passage light on. The switch box 
‘controlling the lights of this passage 
was open and situated in the passage 
in which was the left entrance. 


Witness Cannot be Found 

‘The Coroner remarked that some 
fone must have furned the lights on 
during this twenty minutes, and this 
person, if found, could probably give 
helpful evidence, and eduld probably 
state whether the barrier was in 
Place at the lift door at roughly the 
time when the accident occurred. 
Inspector Moir stated that so far he 
‘had not been able to trace this per- 
‘son. 

Th his evidence, Inspector Moir 
sald that he visited Broadway Mai 
‘sions immediately afler the accident 
Joceurred, and found the deceased 
‘covered with blood, obviously stufer- 
Ing from severe leg injuries. He was 
‘unconscious, and made no statement 
ite how be ad received: tee 

"twas apparent,” sald the Inspec- 
for, “that Mr. Shoppe hod fallen 
down The lift shaft, as there was 
[blood in the well, ahd some on the 
back wall. As soon as Mr. Shoppee 
hhad been ‘removed, I started an 
vestigation of the lift shaft, assisted 
by Messrs, Howard, Hirsee and 
Mason. On arriving ‘at the second 
floor, Mr. Howard remarked that this 
was ‘the only place from which Mr. 
Shoppe evuld have fallen. 1 found 
the doors had been removed, and 
there was a single light burning at 
the side of the ligt shaft”. 


Barrler Undisturbed 


Inspector Moir stated that the bé 
rler across the gap, left by the lift 
‘door having been Femoved, showed 
Ino signs of having been ‘knocked 
about recently. ‘The distance be- 
tween the top of the lft, which was 
stationed at the ground floor at the 
time, and the second floor was nearly 
26 fect. Blood was found on the top 
ff the lift, which was also indented. 
‘The dent appeared to have been made 
By some one's heel. The space be- 
tween the lift and the back of the 
shaft was 9% inches. 

Inspector Moir stated that when he 
arrived there was a light on in the 
‘corridor opposite the Hitt entrance. 

‘The Coroner: Mr. Toon stated in 
evidence that just before § p.m. there 
was no light"on in the corridor. 
‘There was something like fifteen 
minutes between his being in the 
corridor, and Inspector Moir being, 
there, during which anything might 
have happened. Some one must have 
switched on the lights in the mean- 











‘The inquest was adjourned until 
1030 am. on February 2.

A. J. Daw Sent to Gaol 


Alfred Joseph Daw, 25-year old un- 
recognized Briton, charged by the 
police with having misappropriated 
58% bags of rice valued at 9850 and 
belonging to the Nantao “Refugee 
Zone, on January 5 and 6, was 
sentenced to three year's imprison- 
Jment and further fined $000, in the 
‘First Special District Court, on 
January 25. 

‘Daw removed the rice from a bank 
godown in the Settlement under the 
pretext that he was to take it to the 
refugee zone, but instead of doing 50, 
he ‘sold the rice to a group. of 
Cantonese for over. $500 which were 
luter lost in. gambling. 

‘Six Cantonese, accused of receiving 
the rice from Daw, well knowing that 
It was stolen property, were. also 
‘sentenced. ‘Two of them each got a 
year in the gaol and a fine of $200, 
‘Another two were sent to gaol for 
four months each and the other 
prisoners were each fined $50. 








Robber Suspects Detained 


‘Among the persons ordered do 
tained by the First District Court 
jon Jan. 25 on suspicion of having 
‘been involved in armed crimes were 
five men and two women arrested 
by detectives trom Louza Police 
Station at a Canton Road lodging 
house, 301 Rue de Marché, and a 
place'in Yunnan Road. A’ Demon 
istol was soized. 

Omicers of the same police station 
arrested two men who robbed a man 
ina. bath-house at 516 Avend 
Edward VH on Jun, 24, The men 
Jwere charged with unarmed robbery 
jand remanded. 

Detectives of Chengtu Rond Police 
‘Station arrested four men . at dif- 
ferent addresses and seized a Demon 
Pistol and eight rounds of ammuni- 
tion.

Long Gaol ‘Terms for Gangs 


Several powerful robber gangs: 
received Jong gaol terms in the First 
|Special District Court on Jan, 20. One 
of the gangs was convicted of armed 
robberies at House No. 159, Lane 
No. 1080, Gordon Road, 800 Mark- 
‘ham Road, and several other places, 
‘and their ‘leader was sentenced to 
15% years’ imprisonment, "while 
seven other members of the gang 
received terms ranging from 12 to 
2% years each. Five other men 
were found guilty of having been 
concerned in an armed robbery. at a 
trunk shop at. 680 Avenue Edward 
VII on January 11. Four of them 
each gol ten years in prison while 
the Afth was sent to gaol for five 
years.

JAPAN APOLOGIZES FOR 
INCIDENT 


Punishment of Responsible 
Parties Promised 


‘Tokyo, ‘Jan. 31. 

‘The American Ambassador, Mr. 
Joseph C. Grew, last night expressed 
hhis satisfaction with the steps taken 
by. the Japanese Government to deal 
with the atest incident involving 
US, citizéns in China. 

‘The American envoy called at the 
Gaimusho to receive a reply to his 
representations of the previous day 
In connection with the. slapping of 
‘Mr, John M, Allison, ‘Third Secretary 
of the US. Embassy in China, by 0 
Japanese soldier in Nanking on 
January. 26, 

“the slapping of Mr. Allison by a 
Japanese soldier in Nanking, under 
‘whatevgr circumstances the incident 
might Nave taken place, was an ex- 
tremely unfortunate" oceurrence’” 
Mr, Grew was informed by Mr. Ken- 
nuke Horinoueht, “Viee-Minister for 
Foreign Affairs: ' * 

“The Japanese Government.” the 
Gaimusho oMeial further told- Mr, 
Grow “on its part, wishes to e9 
press its profound ‘regrets over this 
happening. 

‘In view of the serious character’ 
of the ineident, the Japanese Govern- 
ment wishes to give its assurances 
that, on completion of strict inves 
tigations, steps wil be taken for 
adequate punishment of those res 
ponsible for the act,—Domei, 

Incldent Not Closed 
‘Tokyo, Jan. 3, 

Contrary to a statement made by' 
the Foreign Omice spokesman that the 
Ineldent in which Mr. John Allison, 
‘Third Secretary of the United States 
Embassy, was slapped in the face by 
Japanese sentry at Nanking on 
January 20 was ‘closed, the United

replacement costs, lost - materials, 
beneft payments ta the injured and 
bequests to familits of the dead.

Simtultaneously 
with the despatch of instructions to 
Mr. Grew, the State Department 
issued Mr. Allison's version of the as- 
fault incident, which is considerably 
Jat varianee with the Japanese ac- 
count of the affair. 

Mr. Allison said that he visited the 
Japanese barracks with a Chinese 
woman who was alleged to have 
been attacked by Japanese soldiers. 
They” were accompanied by Mr.

He added that he could capture 
Hankow easily, but did not wish to 
Jbe compelied to do so because he was 
thinking of the happiness of the 
[Chinese masses. 

He expressed certainty that Gen- 
Jeral Chiang-Kal-shek, whom he knows 
‘well, is not and never will bea Com- 
munist. ‘The Chinese leader, he said,

Seven major Powers are planning construction of 43,000-ton 
capital ships and possibly even 60,000-ton warships, almost twice’ 


as large as the world has ever known.

and the Soviet Union are exceeding the 35,000-ton limits set by 


the London Naval Conference

Naval experts here predicted that 
eventually, unless the naval race is 
some way" halted, the major powers 
would engage n'a seramble for en= 
ormous warships ranging up to 00- 
000 tons and costing at least U.S. 
$25,000,000. A race to build Up 
strong forces of 43,000-ton vessels Is 
regarded as a certainty and the drive 
for 60,000-ton warships. is expected 
to begin within five years unless new 
Umitations are agreed upon. 

Britain to-day made, her bid for 
naval supremacy with extensive plans 
for replacement and strengthening of 
her powerful Navy.

CANADA LOSES GREAT 
PATRIOT 


.|Remarkable Career of Public! 


Service Erids- 
‘Montreal, Jan. 29. 

Lord Atholstan, the Canadian news- 
paper magnate "and philanthropist, 
led to-day at the age ‘of 89. 

‘Hugh Graham, who was elevated 
o the peerage on February, 1917, as 
Baron ‘Atholsian of Huntingdon’ in 
the Province’ of Quebee, and of the 
City of Edinburgh, was president of 
the Montreal ‘Star’ Publishing Com- 
any, publishing the “Montreal Daily 
Star," the “Family Herald” and 
“Weekly. Star.” 

From 1908 to 1917 he was known 
‘as Sir Hugh Graham. He was. the 
frst Canadian journalist to receive 
the honour of imighthood and of a 
Peerage. His whole life and energy 
‘were “devoted to his papers. 

‘To a campaign energetically spon- 
sored by him and supported in his 
‘press the citizens of Canada ‘owe the 
Safety of their mk supply when in 
1925 the City Counell made pasteur- 
ization of “milk compulsory. His 
‘campaigning also led to the formation 
‘of the Montreal” Anti-Tubereulosis 
‘and General Health League. 


Mumble Beginnings 

Hugh Graham was bom at Athol 
stan, Quebec, on July 38, 1848, the son 
of the Inte’ RW. Graham and his 
‘Site, Marion Gardner, bath of whom 
Wwere natives of Scotland. “He. re 
ceived ‘his education at the Hunting- 
Son Academy. 

"At ‘tho age’ of Alleen he entered 
the oflee, ef the “Montreal Dally 
“Telegraph” Under his unele, the late 
HE Parsons. In 1069, with the late 
George T. Lanigan, he acquired. the 
“Byening Siar." The two young men 
ran a little four page paper on a 
fatbed press, printing one side at a 
time. 
"The press was operated literally by 
one-hotse power, an old. and obstre- 
erous while nig, brought in from 
the pastures. of Huntingdon, "being 
used) for this purpose. To his last 
day Lord Atholstan hod a fecling of 

fection for this animal, despite all 
ihe trouble it caused. "The horse bad 
to be led through the business office 
‘ch day. Into the presstoom—a pro 
ess which was at times embarrassing. 

Farly Health Campaign 

One of his frst efforts in the cause 
of civic. health involved ‘him ina 
Dleturesque struggle. It was in 1885 
Wwhen, at the head. of a committee 
Dackedl ‘by funds subscribed. for the 
Purpose, he fought the smallpox 
epidemic which ravaged the. city. 
People ‘were refusing. to be vacein- 
ated but during the. vigorous eam- 
Palm Mr. Graham as. he then was, 
id" not hesitate to. go himselt Into 
houses wherethe sick lay and explain 
fhe “necessity of vaccination "and 
Isolation. It was he who secured a 
requisition to call-out troops and 
marched at thelr head toan exhibi- 
{Hon grounds info the buildings ‘fol- 
lowed by a corps of nurses. Soon 
smallpox” patients’ began. to arrive 
‘and ina short time. most. of the 
cases were isolated and the epidemie 
was under control. 

‘On another oceasion he organized 
a company of judges, lawyers, busi- 
hess men ant citizens generally to 
clean the streets of lee, snow and 
Ith” when “the aldermen had cone 
spicuously’ failed to do their duty. 
‘This company, dubbed the “Montreal 
Pick land Shovel Brigade,” cleaned 
the streets until the eivie authorities 
‘were shamed into action. 

Imperiailst and Patriot 

‘As on ardent patriot and a strong 
and’ ‘consistant © imperialist," Lord 

thotstan was actively identified with 
ait the great imperialistic and patrio- 
luc movements in the Dominion for 
the past half century’ and more, He 
was. the first Journalist in Canada 
fo demand the sending of Canadian 
twoops. to South Africa when the 
Boor War broke out in’ October, 
1889, and years before the outbreak 
of the European, conflict in 1014, he 
falled for Canadian contributions to 
the British Navy: in the North Sea, 

Ho was one of the frst to advoeats 
Imperial” preferential trade asa 
oliey. and lent strong’ support 
through “his papers to the Empire 
‘Trade Conference at Ottawa in 
1032. 

‘Lord Atholstan was proud ot the 
name. of journalist and in 1910 was 
Vice-president af the. Tnsiltute of 
Journalists of Great Britain, having 
ihe year before been chairman of 
the “Canadian delegation to the 
Imperial Press Conference in London. 

"in 1020 a5 chairman ot the Cana- 
dian Committee “of the Imperiat 
Press Conference. which met at 
Ottawa he came prominently before 
the public af the whole Empire. ‘To 
his ‘organizing “genius and. tireless 
energy were due the success of the 
conference and of the memorable 
four of the Dressnen through the 
Dominion.

Frost Our Own 


Washington, Dec. 24, 

‘The year 1937 was in many ways 
‘one of the most remarkable in Ameri 
ean post-war history. “Tt began with 
a President in the White House re- 
lected by a greater majority than| 
that obtained by any previous Pre- 
sident, Its mid-period was occupied 
by a struggle of this President with 
the opposition and his complete defeat 
fon a measure which he supported 
wit his full reputation. Its close 
saW. the -Presidents repuiation and, 
prestige restored on a question of| 
foreign policy. 

‘The President Interpreted his 
reat victory at the polls as a mandate| 
(rom the country to continue wih his| 
reform programme and make the’ 
year 1937 .a landmark in American 
social history. With only sixteen Re- 
publicans among the 96 Senators and| 
only 89 Republicans among the 437 
Representatives the President had no 
tear that his task would be legislative 
ly impossible, But previous decisions. 
of the Supreme Court stood in the 
way. He therefore decided to deal 
with this problem of the  Supreme| 
Coury before proceeding with his 
legislative programme of reform. 

‘The Democratic Party platform con- 
tained a planic advocating an amend- 
ment to the Constitution giving the| 
Federal Government the additional 
authority’ over industry and agricul 
ture which the Supreme Court had 
hheld it Ineked. An iamendment, how= 
ever, since it had to be ratifled by| 
three-quarters of the Stales would 
ave taken time and the President 
wished for immediate action. He. 
therefore proposed to change the 
character of the Supreme Court mem- 
bership which could be done by a 
simple Act of Congress. On Februar; 
5 therefore Congress was asked to| 
‘authorize the appointment of an ad~ 
ditional Justice for each member of 
the Supreme Court over 70 who ¥ 
fused to retire, 











Most Bitter Struge! 


‘There followed one of the bitterest 
and mosy amazing constitutional 
struggles in United States histo 
since the Civil War. After a fv 
‘months fight and within eight months 
of winning. great electoral triumph 
the President was erushingly defeated. 
‘The reasons for this defeag will pro- 
vide an everlasting topic for future! 
historical debate. One Iogical infer 
fence can be drawn, however. If the| 
people of the country had been’ 
wholeheartedly in favour of the 
Presidents suggestion few Congress. 
man would have dared oppose it. 

In attacking the Supreme Court, 
however, the President was attacking 
the one'body in the country which 
hhad_a greater emotional hold on the 
people than he had himself, ‘The 
Supreme Court, and the Constitution 
which It guarded, occupied much the 
same position in American life as the 
‘Throne in English. Tt stood above 
party tind was the symbol of the 
country’s unity. 

‘The. President also committed | 
several taclleal errors. He failed to 
consult his party leaders before pro- 
posing’ the plan and thus several’ 
senators who might have been kept 
in Tine by feolings of party loyalty: 
felt free to join the opposition. He 
‘argued that “additional members | of| 
the Supreme Court were needed be- 
cause owing to the age of six of its 
‘members it was behind in its work, 
‘an explanation which appeared to be| 
Taekeing In candour since the Court 
had Kept abreast of its docket for 
‘many years. Moreover on” several 
foreasions during the course of the 
Tong battle he rojected offers of com- 
promise confident that pressure from 
the voters would finally bring 0 
majority of Congressmen into line. 

‘Turning Point in Domestic Policy 


‘The fight over the “Coury bill 
marked the turning’ point in the 
President's strength, at least so far 
‘as domestic policy. was concerned. 
Before the struggle his authority was 
supreme in tho legislature, and op- 
position was tantamount to political 
Sulelde. After the struggle plans were 
jo longer accepted merely because

Dull, Wet Christinas 

It has not been a white Christmas 
by any means, but rather a dull, wet | 
fone from the view point of weather.

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TIBETAN NEW YEAR 
By ‘Tineray 


It was difleult to realize that to-day was 
January 1 on the Tibetan frontier. ‘The tem~ 
perature was 61 in the shade and the sun 
Sone in a.glorious blue sky. The day was| 
a public holiday and the streets were 
thronged with students, school children, and 
those working in public offices. Shops ‘were| 
open and business was going on as usual, 
and apart from a few flags flying from several 
public buildings, no one would have known 
that we had entered the 27th year of the Chin- 
‘ese Republic; Last year there was considerable | 
bunting all over the city and practically 
every door had its flag flying, and there was 
some feasting all over the town. This year, 
these things were noticeable by thelr absence. 
‘The Tibetan nomads bumped thelr way 
through the crowds with their heavy sheep- 
skins packed full of things to eat and other- 
wise, New Year to them has very little 
signifeance and can take place any day; 
there js a good supply of strong Chinese 
whisky, In their calculations, material, not 
time, makes the New Year. However, they 
ware interested in the crowded streets and 
the continual throngs that passed to and fro. 
New Year to the nomad and the lama means 
neitlier a change of dress nor occupation, 




















Last year the local inhabitants scrubbed 
their doors and stuck up their new gods and 
wished for brighter days. ‘This year, this 
old time New Year performance is apparently 
being delayed till the old calendar, which 
has still another four weeks to go. The coast 
being more or less closed to traffic has some- 
what affected trade along the border. ‘There 
is, however, considerable merchandise enter- 
ingand leaving the city. ‘Tea for the Tibetan 
market has come in ih enormous quantities 
and whatever happens in the days to come 
the Jama and the nomad will be under no 
necessity go “dry.” ‘The yak gives the 
nomad his butter; the Chinese garden gives 
hhim his tea; and as long as he has these two 
ingredients,’ which his wooden churn turns 
into a thick pea-soup like substance, known 
‘ag butter-tea, the world may be a topsy-turvy | 
place before ‘it will distress or embarrass the 
woolly nomad. 






One of the questions agitating the frontier 
tat the present time is the report that the body 
of the Panchen Lama, who died at Jekundo| 
at the end of November or the beginning of| 
December, is now on its way to Tachienlu, 
What is actually taking place and how the 
body is being carried is only dimly guessed 
at here in Tachienlu. Apparently there is 
an enormous retinue of lamas and followers| 
‘and one report says the demand for ula is| 
something like 2,00 animals. This scoms 
hardly possible, yet the demand made by the 
Ambans on their way into Lhasa was some~ 
thing like 3,000 animals. One report has it 
that the body of the Panchen may be brought 
no further than Kanze, ten days west of 
‘Tachienlu, and that, whatever burial rites| 
fare to be performed, should be carried out 
there. Ultimately the body will be taken to 
Lhasa for burial; in the meantime the Pan- 
chen's large following want to hang on to 
it as Jong as possible and make out of it as 
much as possible; and further negotiations! 
have to be carried out with the Lhasa govern-| 
ment as to its entry into Tibet. 





‘The body has already been embalmed, and 
1 understand has gone through other pro- 
cesses ensuring it irom further decay. It is 
now nearing Kanze, where there is a very 
large Iamasery belonging to the Yellow Sect 
with something like 2,000 resident lamas. 
‘The decision as to any further procedure now 
rests with the Chinese Government. Should 
ral Chi-tao represent the government at the| 
burial rites, the body may be brought here 
‘or the Chinese official may proceed to Kanze. 
‘The large following of this Grand Lama will 
create a problem wherever it is. If the 
Panchen could be quietly buried just where 
he died, and his enormous yang of retainers 
politely’ dismissed, the situation would be 
iureatly improved. ' But this'is not easy. ‘The 
Panchen’s large band of followers: maintain 
that His Highness must be buried with all 
the honow's befitting an. Incarnation of “O- 
ba-meh"—Boundless Light—and it, looks as 
if they are quite prepared to hang on to the 
sacred body till this is done. ‘To have buried 
the Panchen where he died at Jekundo, or 
from -there carried the body to Drashe 
Lhumbo, in Dzang, would have been a very 
simple business, and then someone could have 
invited the bunch of retainers, who have been| 
with the big lama for years,’ to devote their 
‘energies and their remaining years to catching 
‘wild yak on the windy plateaux of northern 
Tibet. However, his large following is acting 
on the principle that a bird in the hand is 
worth two in the bush, and will maintain this| 
prinejple stoutly until they have captured all 
three birds. 

















At present this strange procession, prob- 
‘ably one of the strangest ever seen ‘on the| 
high platedux of Central Asia, is slowly

everything will be finally arranged. Should 
the body be brought 10 Tachienlu it will 
entail enormous expense and trouble and on. 
arrival here and after the long series of 
Durlal rites, it will again be carried back to} 
the Tibetan frontier, now marked by the: 
Yangtze, and from there carried to Drashe! 
Lhumbo, the Panchen's own lamasery in 
Deang. "All this reminds one of the workmen| 
who tear up Nanking Road simply to Jay it 
down again, .The Panchen, poor fellow, has 
absolutely no say in allthis performance. 
His wish would undoubtedly be for a quiet, 
religious burial somewhere in the Land of the 
Lamas, as the last twelve years of his un- 
fortunate life have been anything but happy. 
His large following, however, has to live, and. 
‘one way of living according to them, is to 
carry this body as long as possible ‘across 
Ceniral Asia, Tai Chi-tao may have other 
words and other plans, so the border will 
patiently await his arrival. In the meantime 
the lamaseries in Tachienlu and along the| 
frontier ave awaiting orders from on high 
when to begin their religious performances 
and blow their trumpets. A Panchen only’ 
dies once in 50 years, so the lamas of Kham 
fare prepared to do their bit. But what of 
the Panchen’s Incarnation? Where is he 
and when shall he make his appearance? 
‘The Dalai died in December, 1933, and his 
Incarnation remains one of the mysteries of 
the Land of Mystery. | 


On December 22 it was as cold as ice 
outside yet ‘the lamas and the drabas in the 
different local lamaseries wore blowing their 
trumpets from the roofs of thelr temples with 
the idea of encouraging the sun to be good 
and start back the next morning towards the 
summer solstice, December 22 was the winter 
solstice and for days before the lamas and 
drabas in the city spent hours blowing! 
enormous long trumpets and wasting no end. 
‘of breath. To them the winter solstice is 
fraught with all kinds of possibilities, one of 
which is that the sun might never turn back. 
‘The lama may have very little science but 
he has no lack of imagination. Unless the 
sun kindly turns back on December 23 miorn- 
ing, he sees a world doomed to spend its 
remaining days somewhere on a high, windy, 
fce-cap. And the lama must have yak butter 
and the yak must have grass and the grass 
must have earth and nothing, he concludes, 
will grow without the friendly aid of the 
sun. “So, if the blowing of trumpets will 
make the sun behave itself and be good, then 
the lama is prepared to spend no end of! 
breath and energy. Tuden, my Tibetan 
teacher, is firmly convinced ‘that the sun's. 
return is very largely it'on the amas. 
blowing trumpets. If they failed jn this, no| 
fone can say what might happen. So’ the 
trumpets were sounded all over the city of 
‘Tachienlu, When the sun started back again 
the lamas no doubt were held responsible for 
this good work and received the credit for 
saving an obstreperous luminary from a] 
career of madness. But if the sun had 
wahdered on, and fails to return, the lama

Kanze, On arrival there, 1 understand, 


would no doubt have some plausible reason.

The lama, careful fellow, is ever on the 
watch to save the world and its inhabitants: 
from a cruel and untimely end. ‘The summer’ 
and winter solstices see him on hand watching, 
carefully the turn of events. They may not 
turn, but if they do turn, well he has turned 
them, and there is no more to be said about, 
it, According to Tuden quite a number of! 
things might come to pass if the sun pursued] 
ils wayward course. There would come! 
famines and pestilence and earthquakes and 
Moods and plagues and terrible destruction, 
‘Tuden could give nothing from precedent, as} 
there was no record in Tibetan history of ‘the| 
sun having failed to perform as it had always! 
done, How then, I asked Tuden, could he: 
prophesy that such terrible things. would 
happen if they had never happened before? 
And Tuden led me 16 believe he accepted all} 
‘these things on general principles, Tudon 
‘was sublimely ignorant of the laws of gravita- 
tion and quite unconscious that they werc| 
responsible for the movements of sun, moon’ 
‘and stars. I tried to explain these things to 
him but it seemed somewhat like love's labour 
lost. ‘To spring gravitation on an untutored 
Tibetan mind might have serious reactions, 
so T took no risks. To begin with, my large| 
Tibetan dictionary by Sarat Chandra Das| 
has more than 1,300 pages, and I question 
very much if the’ word gravitation has been| 
worked out in Tibetan; and how to express:

time ago by the Nationalist Government of China in favour of 
ian calendar of the West.

round the Eight Trigrams, or Pa Kua

‘they appoar in the cycle is some 
speclal belief or folktale, which 
Chinese ‘mothers tell’ their ‘children 
and adults repeat one to. another.

Stories of Chase 

Formerly, Amoy was famous for 
Its tigers, which used to be hunted 
Jn the caves amongst tumbled-down 
boulders in the hills near by. Many 
‘an old-timer belonging to the foreign 
community in that Treaty Port has, 
or had, several tigers to his credit, 
and could tell thrilling stories of the 
chase, ‘Thore are even cases of Euro- 
ean sportsmen in China being 
mauled by tigers. 

Lieutenant-Colonet Hayley-Bell, tilt 
recently a residene in Shanghai, when 
hunting some years ago in the Can- 
ton area came upon and wounded a 
tiger, which escaped into the brush. 
Intent on securing his prey, he follow- 
cd it into the jungle, when suddenly 
he was attacked by its mate, whieh 
bore him to the ground and stood over 
him snarling savagely and lashing its 
fall. He tried to protect himself by 
drawing his knees up between him- 
self and the brute, only to receive 
‘8 severe crushing bite on the lower: 
Part of the leg, the sears of which 
hhe still carries.’ One of his hunters 
fired a gun close by, and the tiger 
‘dashed off into the brush, leaving its 
vietim and making good its own 
escape. 

Tn the forested areas of Manchuria 
and certain parts of Korea the great 
woolly tiger is still plentiful, and 
jevery year Russian, “Chinese and 
Korean hunters bring in a number 
‘of these fine beasts to the local 
markets, where their bodies are 
eagerly bought up by the Chinese 
medicine shops and their magnificent 
pelts by the fur dealers. 


Legends and Folk-tates 

‘While tigers are nog at all common 
fn north and central China to-day, 
they must have been plentiful enough 
in former times, for Chinese writ. 
ings, logends and folk-tales are full 
of, ‘references to these fearsome 
Deasts.. 

Tt is mot generally known to Wes- 
jterners that the tiger is not really 
Ja. tropical animal, but a_northern 
fanimal which in. the course of time 
Jsprend southward into the troples in 
India, ‘Malaya, and the Malayan 
Archipelago. 

‘The spmi-fossilized bones of tigers | 
have been found in Northern Siberia 
‘and on some of the islands of the 
‘Aretie Ocean, and in historical times 
tigers. were abundant ‘throughout 
Siberia, Northern Mongolia and Cen- 
tral Asia westward as for as the 
Caucasus Mountains and southward 
into Persia, in all of which areas 
they still oceur, though now by no 
‘means common in the latter regions. 
That the Huns hunted tigers several 
centuries. before the Christian Era, 
Is indicated in thelr art, these animals 
forming a common motif in the 
famous Ordos Bronzes and as decora- 
tions on fabrics of that far distant 
period found in graves which have 
been excavated recently by the 
Russian explorer Kosloff.
